To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1945,  and  like  its  immediate  predecessors,  it  is  an  abbre\dated 
report. 

The  period  covered  will  be  a memorable  one,  as  it  saw  the  cessation 
■ of  hostilities  in  Europe  in  May  and  in  the  Far  East  in  August.  The  relief 
to  this  country  after  six  years  of  intense  effort  and  exposure  to  risk  of  air 
attack  and  invasion  brought  about  a lessening  of  that  tenseness  to  which 
it  had  become  attuned. 

The  general  standard  of  the  national  health  had  remained  surprisingly 
good  throughout  the  war  years.  There  had  been  no  big  epidemics,  and  in 
the  latest  report  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  1944  a record  year  of 
improvement  in  the  statistics  reflecting  the  state  of  the  public  health  was 
given,  for  in  this,  the  fifth  year  of  the  war,  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was 
the  lowest  ever  recorded,  although  the  Birth  Rate  was  the  highest  for  some 
20  years  ; the  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  likewise  was  the  lowest  on  record. 
The  notifications  for  diphtheria  were  the  lowest  ever  recorded,  and  for 
the  first  time  in  our  history  the  deaths  from  this  serious  disease  fell  below’ 
a thousand,  actually  to  934.  For  tuberculous  conditions,  although  the 
notifications  of  new  cases  were  still  above  pre-w’ar  figures,  they  show’ed  a 
slight  check  in  1944,  whilst  the  deaths  fell  by  1,486  on  the  previous  year. 
Some  concern  was  evinced  with  the  possibility  of  a large-scale  influenza 
epidemic — this  did  not  occur,  and  the  total  deaths  numbered  3,900,  as 
against  12,616  in  1943.  The  standardized  death  rate  for  males  and  females 
reached  lower  figures  than  ever  before. 

These  statistics  refer  to  the  more  serious  diseases  and  to  infectious 
conditions,  and.,  deaths.  They  do  not  include  the  large  number  of  people 
who  suffer  from  less  serious  diseases  and  unfitness  which  interfere  with  work 
and  normal  pursuits  due  in  part  to  the  feelings  of  exhaustion  and  reduction 
. of  stamina  engendered  by  the  war  effort.  Nevertheless  they  prove  that  the 
Public  Health  Service  of  the  country,  built  up  steadily  through  many  years 
by  the  activities  of  the  Central  and  Local  Authorities,  has  enabled  the 
country  to  weather  an  unprecedented  period  of  stress.  With  that  experience 
to  encourage  us  we  can  endeavour  now  to  make  further  progress  in  raising 
the  general  standard  of  health  all  round. 

The  health  conditions  in  Brighton  during  the  year  under  re\'iew’  both 
for  the  adult  and  school  population  w'ere  satisfactory  and  did  not  differ 
materially  from  the  rest  of  the  country. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  Registrar-General  estimates  the  mid-1945  population  as  132,160, 
an  increase  of  9,810  on  the  1944  estimate. 

The  following  figures  give  the  rate  per  1,000  of  population,  the  previous 
year’s  figures  in  brackets  : Birth  Rate,  17’43  (17'81)  ; Crude  Death  Rate, 
16*28  (16’73)  ; Maternal  Mortality  Rate,  0*8  (1’8)  : there  were  again  no 
deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis  ; Infant  Mortality  Rate  63  (68),  the  number 
of  deaths  being  149  (the  same  as  in  1944)  ; Number  of  births,  2,304  (2,180). 

Notifiable  Diseases. 

Diphtheria  notifications  were  153  (77)  w’ith  7 (3)  deaths  ; scarlet  fever, 
329  (334)  with  no  deaths  ; notified  cases  of  measles,  1,530  (391),  with  2 
deaths  ; whooping  cough,  81  (390),  with  no  deaths.  Two  cases  of  enteric 
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fever  were  notified.  One  ca^e  of  typhus,  brought  in  from  a neighbouring 
Reception  Camp,  occurred  in  a returned  prisoner  of  war  and  had  a fatal 
result. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  notifications,  both  for  pulmonary  and  non- 
pulmonary  forms,  showed  an  increase  on  the  previous  year,  viz.  ; Pulmonary, 
206  (169)  ; non-pulmonary,  49  (35).  Deaths  from  all  forms  were  94  (75). 

Veneral  Diseases. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  attending  the  Treatment 
Centre,  the  total  number  being  1,068  (827)  ; of  these,  582  (409)  were  Brighton 
patients,  the  remainder  attending  from  other  Authorities.  Of  the  total 
number,  633  attended  for  conditions  which  proved  on  e.xamination  to  lx* 
other  than  venereal,  340  belonging  to  Brighton,  h'resh  Brighton  cases  for 
1945  numbered  571,  of  which  231  (134)  were  venereal. 

Housing. 

With  the  hold  up  of  building  during  the  war,  coupled  with  destroyed 
or  damaged  premises,  and  the  return  of  residents  and  of  serving  memlHTS, 
the  housing  situation  became  acute.  To  assist  the  rehousing  of  those 
inadequately  housed,  the  l)ej)artment  undertook  the  work  of  the  requisition- 
ing of  empty  properties  and  two  Sanitary  Insj)ectors  were  delegat(*d  for  this 
work.  A table  is  given  in  the  body  of  this  report  showing  the  work  done. 

Rodent  Control. 

An  intensive  campaign  was  carried  out  against  rats.  Th<*  wliole  of 
the  sewer  system  has  been  treated  twice,  and  a block  control  system  of 
treatment  in  the  wliole  Borough  is  nearing  completion. 

Civil  Defence  Casualty  Services. 

With  the  ending  of  the  war  in  Eurojie,  the  Civil  Defence  Service  “ stood 
down.”  The  First  Aid  Posts,  Gas  Cleansing  Stations,  Medical  Aid  Posts 
and  Depots  were  closed  by  June,  1945.  The  Casualty  Se*rviCes,  of 
which  1 had  the  honour  to  be  Head,  functioned  throughout  the  war  with 
marked  efficiency,  and  it  would  be  inappropriate  not  to  place  on  record 
my  deep  appreciation  of  the  loyalU’  and  support  evinced  by  the  members  of 
that  Service  ; and  of  their  courage  in  action. 

From  the  inception  of  the  service,  by  much  training,  frequent  e.xercises, 
and  by  experience  in  actual  raids,  a body  of  men  and  women  well  trained 
in  First  Aid  work  was  formed  and  its  services  when  called  to  action  did 
much  to  maintain  the  high  morale  exhibited  by  the  inhabitants  in  general 
(see  also  Appendix,  page  27). 

Staff  Changes. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Holt,  B.E.M.,  who  had  been  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  for 
10  years,  during  which  he  had  given  most  efficient  and  valuable  ser\'ice, 
resigned  on  his  appointment  as  Housing  Manager  for  the  Corporation.  He 
was  succeeded  by  Mr.  R.  S.  Cross,  Deputy  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.  * Two 
Sanitary  Inspectors,  ]\Ir.  McInt^Te  and  Mr.  Parker,  returned  at  the  end 
of  the  year  after  their  war  ser\ice. 

In  conclusion  I would  express  my  cordial  thanks  to  the  staffs  of  the 
different  sections  of  the  Department  for  their  loyal  support  and  assistance 
to  me  in  carrying  out  the  many  duties  of  my  Office.  I am  also  indebted  to 
the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Chiefs  of  the  other  Corporation  Departments  for 
their  co-operation  and  assistance  at  all  times.

'Diseases  Notified  during  the  Year  1945. 
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LNFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 
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Diphtheria. — The  number  of  children  immunized  during  the  year  was 
1,414,  as  follows  : under  the  age  of  5 years,  1,264  ; Ix^tween  the  ages  of 
5 and  15  years,  150.  In  addition,  65  children  received  one  injection 
but  did  not  complete  the  course.  1,133  were  Schick  tested  after 
immunization,  of  whom  14  gave  positive  results  ; 12  of  these  received 
further  injections  with  known  negative  results  in  7 cases.  131  of  the 
total  tested  did  not  attend  for  results  to  be  ascertained. 

Of  the  153  cases  of  the  disease  notified,  76  were  in-patients  under 
or  over  school  age  and  77  in  school  age  groups.  In  the  former,  18  had 
been  immunized  and  1 had  not  completed  immunization  ; in  the  school 
age  group,  38  had  been  immunized  and  2 had  not  completed.  7 deaths 
occurred,  6 being  in  children  of  school  age,  none  of  whom  had  been 
immunized. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Of  a total  of  329  patients  notified,  156,  or  47%,  were  removed 
to  hospital,  1 of  whom  gave  rise  to  a return  case.  3 home-nursed  cases 
gave  rise  to  infection  after  a period  of  isolation  at  home. 

Measles. — An  epidemic  occurred  in  the  first  half  ol  the  year,  the  total  numlx*r 
of  cases  notified  by  doctors  Ixing  1,530.  The  total  numlxT  known  to 
the  Department  was  2,395  ; there  were  2 deaths.  The  epidemic  com- 
menced slowly  in  late  h'ebruary  and  March  ; the  number  of  cases  rose 
sharply  in  April  and  May,  the  jx‘ak  Ixing  reached  in  the  third  week 
in  May.  By  the  second  week  in  August  notifications  had  dropped  to 
two  per  week. 

Whooping  Cough. — 188  cases  were  visited  in  109  houses.  Of  these  cases, 
81  were  notified  by  doctors.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Vaccination. — 4 persons  were  summonetl  for  neglecting  to  liave  their  children 
vaccinated.  The  Justices  made  Orders  for  the  children  to  be  vaccinated, 
in  one  case  within  14  days,  in  2 cases  within  28  days,  and  in  one  case 
within  3 months.  2 failed  to  obey  the  Orders  and  were  fined  10,-  and 
£1  respectively. 

Scabies  and  Verminous  Cases. — 422  cases  of  scabies  were  treated  at  the 
Municipal  Hospital  and  338  children  with  this  complaint  were  treated 
at  the  School  Clinic  and  a Civil  Defence  First  Aid  Post  until  it  closed 
in  June,  1945  ; in  addition  28  children  attended  the  School  Clinic  but 
were  put  on  a course  of  treatment  carried  out  in  their  own  homes. 
At  the  Elm  Grove  Home  23  venninous  cases  were  admitted  and  detained 
for  treatment. 

Home  Nursing. — 1,134  vdsits  were  made  by  the  Queen’s  Nurses  to  110  cases 
of  measles  and  5 visits  to  1 case  of  whooping  cough. 

Domestic  Help  Scheme. — This  scheme  was  established  in  March,  1945,  and  a 
part-time  Supervisor  appointed.  Public  notices,  newspaper  advertise- 
ments, and  a circular  letter  to  all  local  General  Medical  Practitioners 
helped  to  bring  the  scheme  to  public  notice.  Nevertheless  applications 
for  assistance  have  been  less  than  anticipated,  although  I am  of  opinion 
it  has  met  a certain  need.  A number  of  helpers  have  been  registered 
for  work  on  a basis  of  1/6  per  hour,  and  two  of  the  most  regular  have 
since  been  appointed  as  full-time  weekly  employees.  During  the  year, 
130  applications  for  assistance  were  received,  but  of  these  only  80, 
of  whom  18  were  confinement  cases,  were  found  eligible  to  receive  the 
services  of  a helper  ; the  remainder  either  had  relatives  or  other  persons 
available  or  no  medical  reasons  for  help  existed.  Applicants  are 
assessed  as  to  contributions  towards  cost  on  a fixed  scale  and  acute 
cases  normally  receive  priority  over  chronics,  although  15  of  the  cases 
helped  were  inv’alid  old-age  pensioners  from  whom  no  contributions 
were  required.

Of  the  admissions,  1 case  of  diphtheria,  1 of  erysipelas,  1 of  measles  or  german 
measles,  and  12  of  other  diseases  occurred  in  the  Sanatorium  Staff  ; 22  cases  of  diphtheria, 
6 of  scarlet  fever,  1 of  erysipelas,  16  of  measles  or  german  measles,  21  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  and  38  of  other  diseases  were  Service  cases. 

Nineteen  civilians  suffering  from  scarlet  fever,  1 from  erysipelas,  1 from  puerperal 
pyrexia,  1 from  cerebro-spinal  fever,  1 from  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  1 from  whooping 
cough,  10  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  7 from  other  diseases  were  admitted  from 
districts  outside  Brighton.

Fifty-one  of  the  total  of  94  deaths  occurred  in  hospitals,  of  which  21 
were  in  the  Municipal  Hospital  and  22  in  the  Sanatorium.  In  the  case  of 
9 deaths  the  patients  had  not  been  notihed  during  life  ; the  ratio  of  non- 
notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuberculosis  deaths  was  therefore  9 
to  94.  When  a non-notified  case  is  brought  to  notice,  a letter  is  sent  to  the 
practitioner  in  attendance  to  ask  for  an  explanation.  In  most  cases  the 
patient  is  thought  to  have  been  notihed  earlier,  and  no  further  action  is 
considered  necessary.  In  a few  cases  tuberculosis,  unsusj^ected  during  life, 
has  been  found  at  post-mortem  examination. 

No  action  was  found  to  be  necessary  under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations 
of  1925,  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Since  April,  1943,  a scheme  of  interchange  of  patients  between  the 
Brighton  Borough  Sanatorium  and  the  East  Sussex  County  Council 
Sanatorium  at  Darvell  Hall,  Robertsbridge,  has  -been  in  operation  and 
found  very  valuable.  The  Scheme  provides  for  an  interchange  of  beds  up 
to  six  in  number,  and  during  the  year  9 Brighton  patients  were  treated  at 
Darvell  Hall,  and  8 East  Sussex  patients  at  Brighton  Sanatorium. 

Dental  Treatment. 

During  the  year  28  visits  were  made  by  the  School  Dental  Surgeons 
to  the  Sanatorium  and  15  attendances  were  made  by  8 patients  to  the 
I Dental  Clinic.  The  following  work  was  carried  out  : Extractions,  36  ; 
I hllings,  5 ; dressings,  130  ; dentures,  complete  3,  repair  5.

Treatment  by  Artificial  Pneufnothorax. 


The  aim  of  this  treatment  Is  to  rest  the  affected  part  of  the  lung,  and, 
in  suitable  cases,  it  has  proved  to  be  of  real  and  lasting  benefit.  It  involves 
repeated  refills  over  a prolonged  |>eriod.  1,961  (1,6%)  refills  were  given  at 
the  Clinic.  In  addition  there  were  77  pneumo-j>eritoneum  refills. 

Of  the  90  out-patients  at  present  attending  for  this  treatment,  44  are 
at  work  and  maintaining  themselves,  20  are  working  as  housewives,  4 others 
are  workuig  part-time,  18  are  unfit  for  work,  and  4 are  j>ensioners.

Thoracic  Surgery. 

Under  this  scheme  Mr.  O.  S.  Tubbs,  F.R.C.S.,  made  three  visits  to  the 
Sanatorium  in  April,  May  and  October ; operations  have  also  been  performed 
at  the  Brighton  Municipal  Hospital. 

During  the  year  the  following  were  performed  : Thoracoplasty 
operations,  5 ; phrenic  nerve  operations,  12  ; thoracoscopy  and  division  of 
adhesions,  17  ; pneumonectomy^  1.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  total  net  live  births  registered  numbered  2,304,  of  which  1,152  were, 
males  and  1,152  females.  Included  in  the  total  are  335  illegitimate  births. 
The  infant  mortality  was  63  (68)  per  thousand. 

MIDWIFERY.  I 

Domiciliary. — Three  municipal  midwives  are  employed.  They  attended  186  mid-  ■ 
wifery  and  20  maternity  cases.  There  were  2 midwives  in  private  practice  ; they  I 
attended  7 midwifery  and  8 maternity  cases.  5 midwives  employed  by  3 outlying  i 
nursing  associations  attended  68  midwifery  and  38  maternity  cases.  The  Sussex ' 
Maternity  Hospital  employed  7 midwives  for  district  work  in  Brighton  ; they  attended  \ 
325  cases. 

Medical  help  was  called  in  on  169  occasions,  of  which  53  were  on  account  of  the 
infants’  condition  ; 29  other  notifications  were  made  by  midwives.  /37/1 3/6  was  paid  j 
by  the  Council  to  doctors  called  in  on  27  occasions  during  the  year.  A sum  of  ^79/0/0 
was  recovered  from  these  and  some  patients  in  the  previous  year.  ; 

Hospital. — The  Municipal  Hospital  employed  12  midwives  ; the  number  of  beds 
is  46;  the  cases  numbered  1081.  The  Albion  Hill  Homes  employed  3 midwives;  the 
cases  numbered  32.  The  Sussex  Maternity  Hospital  employed  15  midwives  ; the 
number  of  beds  is  50  ; the  cases  numbered  1046,  of  whom  400  were  from  Brighton. 
96  of  them  were  abnormal  cases  admitted  under  an  agreement  and  for  which  the; 
Council  paid  the  hospital  15/-  a day  ; the  total  cost  was  ;^1257/18/0,  of  which  ;^565/l/0 
was  recovered  from  patients  and  the  Sussex  Provident  Scheme. 

Ikiven  pupils  of  the  Joint  Training  School  for  Midwives  obtained  the  Certificate  of 
the  Central  Mid  wives  J^oard. 

This  Cfjn- joint  Scheme  has  now  terminated  and  since  then  19  pupil  midwives 
atla  hcd  U)  the  Su.ssex  Maternity  Ho.s})ital  obtained  the  Certificate  and  20  pupils  of 
the  Bn)i-'h‘^in  .Muni*  ij)al  Hospital  obtained  the  Certificate  for  l^art  I.  of  the  Central 
Mills'* ivcs’  Board  hixamination. 

ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

At  the  -M.  and  C.W.  Clinic,  202  ante-natal  cases  made  626  attendances  and 
2 iiof^t-natal  cases  were  seen.  In  addition,  28  ante-natal  cases  attended  who  subsequently 
were  transferred  to  the  clinics  at  the  hospitals  and  are  included  below.

The  number  of  children  under  a year  old  brought  to  the  Centres 
was  1,654,  making  12,013  attendances;  the  number  between  1 — 5 years  old 
was  922,  making  3,526  attendances.

attendances  were  made  by  114  mothers  and  145  children,  on  84  sessions.

Mothers. — Fillings,  80 ; Extractions  under  N2O,  42,  under  local 
anaesthetic  195  ; scalings,  87  ; other  operations,  444  ; dentures  : 
complete  46,  partial  26,  repairs  1. 

Children.  — Fillings,  105;  extractions  under  N2O,  37,  under  local 
anaesthetic  21  ; scalings,  4 ; other  operations,  159. 


Promotion  of  Cleanliness. — The  Health  Visitors  note  the  condition  of 
heads  and  bodies  of  children  attending  the  Centres  and,  where  necessary, 
advice  is  given.  In  visiting,  this  is  also  done  and  attention  paid  to  the 
other  pre-school  children.  Unsatisfactory  houses  receive  special  attention. 
Close  liaison  with  the  School  Medical  Department  is  maintained  and  lists 
of  any  children  excluded  from  School  are  sent  to  the  Health  Visitors  and 
the  houses  where  there  are  pre-school  children  are  visited.  In  severe  cases 
of  verminous  infestation,  pre-school  children  are  treated  at  the  School 
Clinic. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants. — Arrangements  are  now  in  force  whereby  the 
weight  of  all  children  born  is  entered  on  the  notification  of  birth  cards. 
Where  the  weight  is  5J  lbs.  or  under,  special  visits  are  made  and,  where 
necessary,  premature  babies  can  be  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Wing  of 
the  Municipal  Hospital  for  treatment.  No  differentiation  is  made  between 
legitimate  and  illegitimate  children. 

Education. — Fourteen  lectures  were  given  by  the  Infant  Welfare  Medical 
Officer  to  pupil  midwives  at  the  Municipal  Hospital  and  the  Sussex  Maternity 
Hospital ; each  of  the  pupils  studying  for  Part  11.  of  the  Central  Midwives 
Board's  Certificate  attended  the  Centres  on  at  least  seven  occasions. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Staff  gave  two  lectures  on  the  feeding  and  care 
of  babies  to  girls  at  the  Intermediate  School  taking  the  housewifery  course, 
four  lectures  to  women  of  the  N.F.S.,  four  lectures  to  the  W.A.A.F.S.,  and 
ten  lectures  to  the  A.T.S. 
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OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Eleven  cases  were  notified,  of  which  nine  were  mild.  Four  cases  were  admitted  to 
the  Borough  Sanatorium.  In  all  the  cases  vision  was  unimpaired.

DEFENXE  (GENEKAL)  REGULATION  33b. 

During  the  year  80  (51)  contacts  were  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
on  Form  1 : 1 male  and  79  females. 

Two  or  more  Forms  1 were  received  in  respect  of  1 1 females  and  all  were  traced. 
Ten  were  examined  at  the  Treatment  Centre  after  persuasion,  and  1 was  served  with 
a Form  2.  Proceedings  had  to  be  taken  against  this  case,  who  defaulted  from  treatment, 
but  following  the  Court  Order  she  attendexi  regularly  at  the  Clinic. 

Of  the  remaining  69,  only  the  male  and  31  females  were  found,  although  con- 
siderable effort  was  expended  in  trying  to  trace  all  cases.  Four  transferred  to  other 
districts  and  33  could  not  be  traced  owing  to  insufficient  information  on  the  notification 
forms.  All  the  32  found  attended  the  Treatment  Centre  for  examination. 

Eighty-two  visits  were  paid  by  the  Special  Social  Worker  to  44  defaulters  from 
the  Treatment  Centre,  with  satisfactory  results. 


CLINICS  FOR  NERVOUS  DISORDERS. 

Drs.  W.  McCartan,  A.  W.  Watt,  and  C.  L.  Kingston  have  kindly  given 
me  information  relating  to  their  respective  clinics  all  of  which  are  held 
weekly. 

Municipal  Hospital. — 146  new  cases  (64  males  and  82  females)  were 
seen ; there  were  362  attendances. 

Guardianship  Society’s  premises. — (until  August,  1945,  when  Clinics 
were  discontinued)  12  new  cases  were  seen ; there  were  16  attendances. 

Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital. — Dr.  Watt  saw  120  new  cases. 
Dr.  Kingston  saw  138  new  cases  (12  males  and  126  females)  ; there  were 
639  attendances.

LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  Magistrates  granted  an  application  under  Section  382  of  the  Brighton 
Corporation  Act,  1931,  for  the  removal  of  an  aged  person  to  an  institution 
as  she  was  physically  incapable  of  caring  for  herself. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION. 

In  accordance  with  directions  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Infestation  Control,  the  department  carried  out  an  intensive  treatment  of 
the  sewer  system  of  the  town  and  also  commenced  a comprehensive  block 
control  system  for  the  whole  Borough.

The  block  control  system  for  surface  infestation  was  commenced  early 
in  October,  and  by  31st  December  9,451  -visits  to  premises  were  made. 
Fifty-seven  properties  were  treated  with  zinc  phosphide  baits,  resulting  in 
a presumed  “ kill  ” of  3,476  rats. 

A major  infestation  at  the  Refuse  Destructor,  where  a plant  has  been 
installed  for  the  conversion  of  kitchen  waste  into  animal  feeding-stuffs, 
was  treated  four  times  during  the  year  and  .resulted  in  a presumed  kill  of 
2,306  rats. 

504  complaints  of  rat  infestation  and  34  of  mice  infestation  were  dealt 
with  during  the  year,  necessitating  2,606  visits  by  the  rodent  operators  ; 
1,080  dead  rats  were  found  after  treatment. 


VERMIN  DISINFESTATION. 

443  visits  were  made  to  verminous  premises  and  84  notices  were  ser\'ed 
upon  tenants  who  did  not  attempt  to  cleanse  their  premises  aftpr  being 
warned  to  do  so  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

The  department  fumigated  212  rooms  in  59  private  houses,  and  3 
private  schools,  receiving  £215  in  fees  from  the  owners. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  area  continued  to  be  satisfactory  both  in 
quahty  and  in  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  samples  of  raw  water  from  each  of 
the  pumping  stations  were  made  every  fortnight ; no  cohform  baciUi  or 
Clostridium  welchii  were  found  in  any  of  the  samples. 

Information  as  to  source  of  supply,  chemical  analysis,  etc.,  was  given 
in  my  Annual  Report  for  1944. 
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HOUSING.

All  samples  of  milk  were  tested  for  preservatives  and  artificial  colouring 
matter,  with  negative  results. 

In  every  case  where  adulteration  was  present,  letters  were  sent  to  the 
offenders,  and  in  addition  visits  were  paid  to  farms,  advice  given  concerning 
methods  of  bulking,  and  assistance  was  obtained  from  the  County  Agri- 
cultural Committee. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  a farmer  for  selling  milk 
deficient  in  fat  and  milk  to  which  water  had  been  added.  The  summonses 
were  dismissed.

Of  the  foregoing,  nine  samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Two  samples  of  non-brewed  vinegar  were  found  to  be  deficient  in 
acetic  acid,  and  suitable  letters  were  sent  to  the  manufacturers  pointing  out 
that  their  products  did  not  conform  to  the  prescribed  standards. 

One  sample  of  cake  and  pudding  mixture  was  found  to  contain 
numerous  mites,  and  as  a result  the  balance  of  the  stock  held  by  the  shop 
from  which  the  sample  was  originally  taken  was  condemned  and  destroyed. 

- One  sample  of  beef  sausage  meat  contained  an  excess  of  meat  over  the 
standard  prescribed  by  the  Meat  Products,  Canned  Soup  and  Canned  Meat 
(Control  and  Maximum  Prices)  Order,  1944. 

A shopkeeper  was  fined  £45  and  £5  costs  for  failing  to  keep  rooms  in 
which  ice  cream  was  manufactured  in  a cleanly  condition.  The  registration 
for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream  was  cancelled  under  Section  14 
by  the  Health  Committee.  Notice  of  appeal  against  the  cancellation  was 
given,  but  subsequently  withdrawn  on  payment  of  £5/5/-  costs. 
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Five  samples *of  alcoholic  drinks  were  found  to  have  a low  spirit  content, 
but  as  no  definite  standards  have  been  prescribed  for  this  class  of  product, 
legal  action  would  have  had  doubtful  results.  In  two  cases,  however,  it 
was  decided  to  prosecute  both  for  the  low  spirit  content  and  the  presence 
on  the  bottle  of  a label  calculated  to  mislead  the  purchaser,  with  results 
as  follows.  Fines  of  £5  on  each  of  four  summonses  with  £3/3/0  costs  in  one 
case  ; in  the  other,  fines  of  £15  on  each  of  two  summonses  and  £5  on  each  of 
two  further  summonses  with  £3/3/0  costs.

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Close  liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  officials  of  sanitary 
authorities  in  whose  districts  milk  is  produced  and  sent  to  dairies  in  this 
Borough.  Results  of  unsatisfactory  milk  samples  obtained  from  milk 
supplies  from  their  districts  have  been  forwarded,  with  requests  for  attention 
to  milk  production  methods. 

Particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  pasteurising  plants,  their 
equipment  and  heat-recording  thermometers,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the 
results  of  the  examination  of  pasteurised  milk  samples. 

Throughout  the  year  the  dairies  in  the  Borough  were  the  subject  of 
routine  inspection  and  advice  visits  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  an  effort 
to  maintain  as  high  a standard  as  wartime  conditions  allowed. 

The  officials  of  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  co-operated  with  the 
department  by  pasteurising  unsatisfactory  raw  milk  supplies. 

EXAMINATION  OF  MILK  FOR  TUBERCLE  BACILLI. 

Thirty-seven  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  biological  examination, 
all  with  negative  results.  Of  this  number,  thirteen  samples  were  taken  from  • 
Accredited  Herds,  fifteen  from  Tuberculin-Tested  Herds,  and  the  rest  were 
of  non-graded  milks.

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APPENDIX 

This  Appendix  gives  a brief  record  of  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Services,  and  of 
other  work  in  connection  with  the  War  in  which  the  Health  Department  participated. 

In  view  of  the  international  situation  which  developed  in  1938,  shadow  arrange- 
ments were  made  to  deal  with  casualties  in  the  event  of  hostilities  breaking  out.  All 
the  Hospitals  and  Convalescent  Homes  in  the  Borough  were  inspected  and  a provisional 
increase  of  bed-space  arranged  ; similarly,  sites  for  First  Aid  Posts  and  adaptations 
were  planned  and  training  in  First  Aid  work  was  stepped  up  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society. 

1938  passed,  but  early  in  1939  all  the  provisional  arrangements  took  more  definite 
shape.  Collective  training  of  First  Aid  Post  personnel  and  First  Aid  Parties  was  intensified  ; 
also  training  of  drivers  to  man  heavy  vehicles,  under  blackout  conditions,  was  instituted. 
Several  “ exercises  " were  carried  out  and  lectures  in  gas-warfare  given.  Volunteers 
joined  the  A.R.P.  Services  and  by  September,  1939,  a large  number  had  received 
instruction  in  first  aid  work  and  anti-gas  measures.  The  adaptations  of  the  premises 
for  First  Aid  Posts  were  approved  by  the  Ministry  and  the  installation  in  them  of  sinks, 
showers,  etc.,  was  well  advanced  by  the  summer. 

Events  moved  rapidly,  and  on  September  1st,  full-time  personnel  were  appointed  ; 
First  Aid  Posts  and  Depot  premises  were  occupied  ; Ambulances  and  Mobile  First  Aid 
Post  Vehicles  taken  over. 

Government  Evacuation  Scheme. — Preparation  for  the  reception  of  evacuees  from 
London  and  Croydon  had  already  been  made  by  the  Billeting  Officer  and  his  staff,  and 
between  September  1st  and  4th,  21,916  “ official  ” evacuees  were  received  and  billeted, 
the  numbers  being  :

Hospital  Cases. — On  September  1st  also,  960  stretcher  patients  and  15  babies  were 
evacuated  from  London  Hospitals,  coming  in  six  Ambulance  Trains — the  first  arriving 
at  1 p.m.  and  the  last  at  7.30  p.m.  These  patients  were  despatched  to  local  and 
neighbouring  hospitals,  the  serious  cases  to  local  hospitals,  w'hilst  others  went  as  far 
afield  as  Uckfield,  Haywards  Heath,  Lewes,  Newhaven,  etc.  The  organization  of  this 
work  was  carried  out  without  a hitch  and  only  one  case  of  collapse  had  to  be  dealt 
with  in  the  Sick  Bay  which  had  been  provided  on  the  platform. 

Expectant  Mothers. — Of  the  200  official  evacuees  with  “ Blue  Cards,"  i.e.  where 
confinement  was  due  within  a month,  199  arrived  on  September  2nd  ; one  having  come 
into  labour  en  route  and  was  admitted  to  hospital  at  Redhill.  All  told,  345  mothers  were 
delivered  in  the  last  quarter  of  1939  and  early  1940,  and  it  is  worthy  of  record  no  puerperal 
conditions  arose  and  all  did  well. 

Casualty  Services. — Six  First  Aid  Posts  with  Gas  Cleansing  Sections  were  estab- 
lished, four  at  the  Out-patient  Departments  of  Hospitals,  one  at  the  School  Clinic,  and 
one  at  the  Rottingdean  Hall.  Two  new  Posts  were  under  construction,  at  Moulsecoomb 
and  Hollingbury.  There  were  also  four  Mobile  First  Aid  Posts. 

By  the  end  of  September  the  Casualty  Service  personnel  was  : 

First  Aid  Posts  ...  94  full-time,  295  part-time,  and  1 doctor  and  1 trained 

nurse  to  each  Post. 

First  Aid  Parties  ...  ...  95  full-time,  103  part  time. 

Drivers  for  Ambulances  . . . 160  full-time  men  or  women. 

Sitting  Case  Cars  ...  ...  78  part-time  men  or  women. 

In  May,  1942,  Civil  Defence  personnel  was  withdrawn  from  the  Frist  Aid  Posts  in 
Hospital  Out-patient  Departments  and  the  full-time  personnel  was  re-organised  and' 
reduced  to  : 

First  Aid  Posts  ...  ...  62,  and  1 trained  nurse  and  1 doctor  at  each  Post. 

First  Aid  Parties  ...  ...  70  men. 

Drivers  for  Ambulances  and  Sitting  Case  Cars  : 72. 

Ambulance  Transfer  Stations. — Four  of  these  were  established  in  January,  1941, 
at  St.  Dunstan’s,  Warren  Farm,  Moulsecoomb  Senior  School,,  and  Patcham  Senior 
School,  with  a subsidiary  to  each.  These  were  ready  to  be  put  in  use  should  a large- 
scale  raid  cause  more  casualties  than  the  hospitals  could  accommodate,  or  in  the  event 
of  a large  hospital  being  hit,  or  having  had  to  evacuate  owing  to  an  unexploded  bomb. 
Apart  from  exercises,  fortunately  they  were  not  required. 
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In  March,  1943,  the  School  Clinic  received  a direct  hit  by  a bomb  and  the  First 
Aid  Post  there  was  re-opened  at  Circus  Street  Depot.  The  First  Aid  Parties  and  the 
Rescue  Parties  were  amalgamated  in  April,  1943,  the  establishment  being  49  Parties 
of  7 men,  21  Parties  being  full-time.  Further  reductions  were  later  made  in  personnel, 
and  by  December,  1944,  there  was  only  1 First  Aid  Post,  2 Mobile  First  Aid  Posts,  24 
full-time  drivers,  and  56  full-time  Rescue  Party  men  ; and  at  the  end  of  May,  1945, 
all  First  Aid  Posts,  Gas  Cleansing  Stations,  Depots,  etc.,  were  closed. 

Early  in  1940  three  “ Observation  Posts  ” were  established  in  the  Borough.  From 
these  the  observers  could  communicate  to  Control  the  approach  of  aircraft  or  dropping 
of  bombs.  Their  value  was  demonstrated  in  the  first  raid,  July,  1940.  Much  later  the 
establishment  of  “ roof  spotters  ” was  officially  sanctioned  in  other  areas.  Similarly, 
following  the  July,  1940,  raid,  there  came  into  being  what  was  termed  here  the  “Liaison 
Service.”  In  this,  following  a raid,  a Centre  was  opened  up  in  the  bombed  area  where 
distressed  people  were  assisted  and  advised  in  every  possible  way,  as  to  accommodation, 
clothing,  rations,  etc.  The  Liaison  Service  did  much  valuable  work  and  was  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Health  Nurses,  and  a host  of  volunteers  under  the 
direction  of  the  then  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr.  Holt).  Its  value  was  proved,  and 
later  on  official  authority  was  granted  and  was  adopted  by  other  places  under  the 
designation  “After-air-raid  Information.” 

In  these  two  instances  quoted  Brighton  could  be  said  to  be  the  pioneer. 

Food  Decontamination. — In  case  large  quantities  of  foodstuffs  should  be  contaimi- 
nated  by  gas  (or  broken  glass,  etc.),  the  Food  Decontamination  Section  was  instituted 
in  1941,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Cross  (Food  Inspector)  and  lectures  and  demonstrations 
were  given  to  volunteers  so  that  affected  food  commodities,  where  possible,  might  be 
rendered  safe  and  fit  for  consumption.  Men  in  the  provision  trades  were  enrolled  for 
this  work,  trained,  and  given  demonstrations. 

Casualties. — There  were  56  raids  on  the  town,  the  first  on  July  15th,  1940,  the  last 
on  22nd  March,  1944,  causing  988  casualties.  Of  these,  198  were  killed,  357  seriously 
injured,  and  433  slightly  injured. 

The  raid  causing  the  largest  number  of  casualties  occurred  on  Saturday,  September 
14th,  1940,  when  a cinema  and  neighbouring  houses  were  damaged.  The  casualties 
numbered  53  killed,  101  seriously  injured,  and  58  slightly  injured,  a total  of  212.  On 
May  25th,  1943,  the  town  was  attacked  by  the  largest  number  of  bombers  in  any  one 
raid  : fiom  25  to  30  enemy  bombers  straddled  the  Borough  with  bombs  and  machine- 
guns.  The  casualties  in  this  raid  were  24  killed  and  52  seriously  injured  and  66  slightly 
injured,  a total  of  142. 

Coach  Ambulances. — 10  Southdown  single-deck  coaches  were  converted  into 
ambulances  to  take  10  to  12  stretchers  and  were  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  his  Ambulance  Officer.  Their  first  use  was  in  the  reception  of 
evacuated  stretcher  cases,  and  later  in  the  Dunkirk  evacuation,  when  200  seriously 
wounded  were  brought  from  Newhaven  to  the  Brighton  hospitals.  They  were  also 
used  during  the  Dieppe  raid  ; for  transfer  of  sick  and  wounded  to  other  hospitals,  and 
also  after  D-Day. 

Depot  for  Seya.—\t  the  request  of  Region,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  undertook 
the  control  of,  and  despatch  of,  sera  used  in  the  treatment  of  wounds  to  Hospitals  and 
Local  Authorities  in  an  area  extending  from  Hastings  to  Chichester. 

Civil  Nursing  Reserve. — Linder  the  direction  of  the  ^Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
assisted  by  a Secretary  appointed  by  the  Ministry  (Miss  Dancy),  1,569  women  have  been 
enrolled  in  this  Reserve,  viz.  : 217  Trained  Nurses,  157  Assistant  Nurses,  and  1,195 
Nursing  Auxiliaries.  Training  in  First  Aid  work.  Home  Nursing,  and  Hospital  Nursing 
has  been  given  to  the  Nursing  Auxiliaries.  Many  from  this  Reserve  have  been  employed 
at  First  Aid  Posts  and  Hospitals,  and  many  are  still  assisting  the  Hospitals. 

Conclusion. — In  putting  on  record  this  somewhat  brief  resume  of  the  activities  in 
which  the  Health  Department  was  concerned,  it  would  be  impracticable  to  mention 
by  name  all  those  who  participated  and  assisted  so  ably.  But,  unstinted  thanks  must 
be  recorded  to  the  Controllers  who,  amongst  their  many  other  responsible  duties,  had 
the  onus  of  putting  the  A.R.P.  Committee’s  policy  and  that  of  the  various  Ministries 
into  effect ; to  the  Chiefs  and  staffs  of  the  Corporation  Departments  ; to  the  Police  ; 
to  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade,  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  and  the  W.V.S.  ; 
to  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  charge  of  the  First  Aid  Posts,  and  to  the  Civil  Defence 
personnel  in  general.  Co-operation  and  teamwork  were  essential,  and  these  were 
achieved,  with  the  result  that  the  Civil  Defence  Service  functioned  satisfactorily.  A 
special  tribute  must  also  be  paid  to  the  townspeople  who  through  those  years  of  constant 
anxiety  and  strain  maintained  a high  standard  of  morale.'

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the  School  Medical 

Department  for  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1945. 

• 

The  normal  work  of  the  Department  was  carried  out  during  the  year 
and  the  number  inspected  at  routine  inspections  was  1,138  more  than  in 
the  previous  year.  The  number  of  children  found  at  these  inspections 
requiring  treatment  shewed  little  variation  from  previous  years  and,  all 
round,  it  may  be  said  the  general  standard  of  health  was  satisfactory. 

It  is  with  satisfaction  we  can  record  that  more  facilities  were  made 
available  for  the  operative  treatment  for  removal  of  unhealthy  tonsils 
and  adenoids,  thus  reducing  the  numbers  and  the  time  of  cases  on  the 
waiting  list ; also  the  resumption  of  the  pre-w^ar  arrangement  for  orthopaedic 
treatment. 

The  expansion  of  the  School  Meals  Service  has  continued,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  34  school  canteens  were  in  operation. 

In  presenting  the  Report  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Senior 
Medical  Officer,  the  Senior  Dental  Officer  and  their  staffs  for  the  preparation 
of  the  data  given  ; also  to  the  School  Nursing  Staff  for  their  valuable 
assistance.-  Mention  must  also  be  made  and  appreciation  expressed  for 
the  co-operation  received  at  all  times  from  the  teachers  in  the  schools.

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GENERAL  STATEMENT. 


The  medical  work  of  the  Department  was  carried  out  by  the  Senior 
Medical  Officer  and  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer.  Dr.  D.  M.  Lyon,  O.B.E., 
on  his  demobilization,  resigned  his  position  with  the  Committee  in  December, 
on  receiving  another  appointment.  The  School  Nurses  materially  assisted 
at  inspections,  testing  of  vision  and  hearing  and  surve^dng  for  obvious 
defects. 


Attendance. 

For  the  year  end§d  March  31st  the  average  number  of  elementary 
school  children  on  the  registers  was  13,460  (12,832)  ; the  average  attendance 
was  11,663  (10,861).  264  children  returned  from  evacuation  areas  during 

the  year,  the  number  remaining  evacuated  on  December  31st  was  40. 
(Figures  given  in  brackets  here  and  throughout  the  Report  are  corresponding 
figures  for  1944.) 


Medical  Inspection. 

The  number  of  children  inspected  at  routine  inspection  totalled  5,530 
(4,392),  the  numbers  falling  in  the  routine  groups  being  ; entrants,  2,008 
(1,270)  ; second  age  group,  1,186  (1,241)  ; third  age  group,  1,733  (1,323)  ; 
others,  603. 

The  percentage  of  children  requiring  treatment  was  ; entrants,  15*3  ; 
intermediate,  18' 0 ; leavers,  12‘0  ; others,  20' 0.  147  new  cases  of  defective 
vision  were  found  at  the  routine  medical  inspection.

Tonsil  and  Adenoid  Operations. 

380  children  were  operated  on  at  the  Municipal  Hospital,  at  which 
extra  sessions  were  arranged  in  order  to  deal  with  those  on  the  w'aiting-list. 
Since  September  most  of  these  children  have  attended  the  Orthopaedic 
Department  for  re-education  in  breathing. 

Visual  Defects. 

The  Senior  Medical  Officer  continued  to  undertake  the  retinoscopies, 
587  being  examined  and  spectacles  prescribed  for  374.  The  Sussex  Eye 
Hospital  dealt  with  217  cases  of  squint,  of  whom  151  received  orthoptic 
treatment,  and  22  were  admitted  as  in-patients. 

Plantar  Warts. 

44  cases  were  treated  at  the  Municipal  Hospital. 

Plastic  Surgery. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  treatment  of  four  children  at  the 
Plastic  Surgery  Unit,  Queen  Victoria  Hospital,  East  Grinstead.  One  case 
was  a boy  with  a deformity  of  the  fingers,  two  cases  were  girls  with  facial 
scars,  and  the  fourth  a girl  with  an  extensive  hairy  mole  on  her  face.  It  is 
fortunate  that  the  children  had  the  opportunity  to  be  treated  in  this  special 
unit.  The  results  were  very  successful. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

On  account  of  staff  shortage,  the  authorities  of  the  Royal  National 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  had  to  withdraw  their  visiting  Surgeon  in  the  latter 
part  of  1943  from  his  monthly  visits.  With  the  co-operation  of  the  Regional 
Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  temporary  arrangements  were 
made,  and  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining,  from  February,  1944,  the  services, 
of  Mr.  Noel  St.  John  Buxton,  F.R.C.S. — or  his  deputy,  Mr.  Catterall,  M.Ch., 
F.R.C.S. — who  visited  monthly.  Arrangements  were  also  made  for  the 
admission  of  in-patients  to  the  Horton  Emergency  Hospital,  and  to  the 
Heritage  Craft  Schools,  Chailey. 

In  September,  1945,  hov/ever,  Mr.  Catterall  was  recruited  and  his  other 
commitments  precluded  the  visits  of  Mr.  Buxton.  The  Royal  National 
Orthopaedic  Elospital  was  approached,  and  although  staffing  difficulties 
still  existed  v/ith  them,  they  kindly  agreed  to  Mr.  Cholmeley,  F.R.C.S., 
resuming  his  visits  to  Brighton,  which  he  did  in  November.  As  before, 
in-patients  requiring  surgical  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Country  Branch 
of  the  Hospital  at  Stanmore. 

During  the  year  8 children  underwent  surgical  in-patient  treatment, 
viz.  to  Horton  Emergency  Hospital,  1 ; to  Chailey,  4 ; to  Leatherhead 
Emergency  Hospital,  1 ; to  Stanmore,  2. 

The  visiting  Surgeons  examined  98  new  cases,  of  whom  64  were  school 
children,  29  referred  from  the  Infant  Welfare  Department,  and  5 from  the 
Tuberculosis  Department.

Children  v/ho  have  had  operative  treatment  for  the  removal  of  tonsils 
and  adenoids  now  attend  this  Clinic  for  instruction  in  breathing  exercises. 
Since  September,  174  attendances  have  been  made. 
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The  innovation  of  swimming  bath  exercises  has  proved  a valuable  form 
of  treatment  in  certain  cases  of  paralysis.  The  children  attend  at  St.  Luke’s 
Terrace  Bath,  14  sessions  having  been  held  with  an  attendance  of  146.  The 
Principal  of  the  Municipal  Training  College  kindly  allows  four  to  six  students 
to  assist  the  Orthopaedic  Physio-therapist,  and  this  assistance  is  greatly 
appreciated. 

Skin  Conditions. 

Scabies  cases  numbered  480,  which  is  a decrease  of  40  on  the  previous 
year. 

Pediculosis. 

The  School  Nurses  made  an  average  attendance  of  5‘6  visits  to  each 
school  and  made  52,558  examinations.  1,985  children  were  found  to  be 
verminous.  In  order  to  reduce  the  number  of  affected  children,  the 
appointment  of  two  part-time  assistant  nurses  was  extended  by  2 sessions 
a week  in  November,  the  extra  sessions  being  devoted  to  cleansing  certain 
cases.  Benzyl  benzoate  emulsion  has  been  used  for  the  de-infestation. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

150  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  years  were  immunised.

During  the  year  the  Speech  Clinic  has  been  in  the  hands  of*  three 
Speech  Therapists.  From  the  beginning  of  the  year  until  the  end  of  April 
it  was  under  Miss  Carter,  and  from  April  until  July  under  Miss  Topping. 
The  Clinic  was  then  closed  until  1st  November,  when  it  was  re-opened  by 
Miss  Andre wartha,  who  is  the  first  full-time  therapist.  The  Clinic  is  now 
held  four  whole  days  a week,  one  whole  day  being  devoted  to  school  afld 
home  visiting  by  the  therapist. 

Mrs.  Abrahams  is  in  charge  of  the  play  therapy  class,  held  two  half 
days  a week.  About  16  children  attend  these  classes. 

One  child  attending  the  Speech  Clinic,  who  was  a case  of  congenital 
auditory  imperception,  was  admitted  to  the  West  End  Hospital  for  Nervous 
Diseases,  London,  for  further  examination. 

Educationally  Sub-Normal  Pupils. 

23  children  were  admitted  to  the  Hollingdean  School,  and  14  children 
left  during  the  year  and  were  notified  to  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts 
Committee.  The  number  on  the  roll  has  increased  from  68  to  77.  In 
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accordance  with  the  new  Regulations,  the  children  in  attendance,  previously- 
classed  as  educable  mental  defectives,  are  now  placed  in  the  category  of 
Educationally  Sub-normal  Pupils.  The  Senior  Medical  Officer  examined

NUTRITION. 

Provision  of  Meals. 

The  expansion  of  the  school  meals’  service  in  Brighton  continued  during

Since  1st  April  this  has  been  given  free  of  cost  to  those  children  who 
it  was  considered  would  benefit  by  its  consumption.  During  the  course 
of  the  year  2,664  lb.  have  been  distributed. 


Nutrition  f see  Table  II.). 

There  has  again  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  classified 
as  being  of  excellent  nutrition,  but  there  has  also  been  a slight  increase  in 
those  classified  as  slightly  sub-normal  and  bad.  The  percentage  increase 
in  the  “ excellent  ” classification  is  3 ‘7,  whilst  for  the  “ slightly  sub-normal  ” 
and  “ bad  ” classification  the  percentages  are  2*2  and  I'O  respectively. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  in  children  of  school  age  was 
20.  Measles,  however,  was  more  prevalent  and  there  were  674  known  cases, 
the  peak  period  being  in  the  months  of  April  and  May.  Both  of  these 
conditions  were  mild  in  type  and  no  deaths  occurred. 

77  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in  school  children  ; of  these  38  -r 
had  been  immunized,  a further  2 had  not  completed  immunization,  and  : 
18  who  had  completed  immunization  did  not  come  for  a final  Schick  Test, 
There  were  6 deaths,  all  occurring  in  children  who  had  not  been  immunized.  ^ 
168  contacts  were  swabbed  and  51  shewed  positive  results.  63  discharged  " 
patients  were  swabbed  before  return  to  school  and  7 gave  positive  results  ; 
appropriate  action  was  taken  in  these  cases. 

231  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  ; no  deaths  resulted. 

There  were  no  closures  of  schools  or  school  departments  during  the  year. 
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DENTAL  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1945. 

The  Senior  Dental  Officer  reports  as  follows  : 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  routine  inspection  and  treatment 
were  carried  out  by  two  full-time  dental  surgeons  assisted  by  one  part-time 
officer  who  attended  three  sessions  each  week.  Mr.  A.  Pickett,  the  part- 
time  officer,  left  in  September,  and  Mr.  P.  J.  Keane  returned  to  duty  on  his 
release  from  H.M.  Forces  in  October. 

The  members  of  the  staff  were  employed  for  seven-eighths  of  their  time 
on  the  inspection  and  treatment  of  school  children  ; the  remainder  of  their 
time  was  devoted  to  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Health  Committee. 

4,293  children  were  examined  at  the  routine  inspections  and  2,987 
(69%)  were  found  to  require  treatment.  The  total  number  of  children 
treated  during  the  year  was  3,871  and  7,647  attendances  were  made  by 
these  children  for  treatment. 

The  parents  of  85  per  cent,  of  the  children  found  to  have  defective 
teeth  at  the  routine  inspections  accepted  the  offer  of  treatment  ; 78  per 
cent,  of  these  children  actually  received  treatment. 

Dental  appointments  were  sent  to  218  children  awarded  special  places 
at  the  Varndean  Schools,  irrespective  of  the  routine  inspections.  208 
attended  for  examination.  97  girls  and  111  boys  made  359  attendances  and 
the  treatment  carried  out  included  134  extractions,  328  fillings,  and  102 
other  operations. 

During  the  year  66  cases  of  irregularity  of  the  teeth  were  treated  by 
extraction  : 20  temporary  and  79  permanent  teeth  were  removed  for  this 
reason.  In  addition  27  deformities  requiring  the  use  of  apparatus  were 
treated  and  33  appliances  were  fitted  to  correct  the  irregular  teeth  of  these 
patients. 

Two  cases  of  some  interest  are  recorded  as  they  appear  to  confirm  the 
opinion  that  parents  generally  now  have  a fuller  appreciation  of  the 
importance  of  conservative  treatment  in  maintaining  the  efficiency  and 
appearance  of  the  natural  teeth. 

(1*)  A parent  came  to  the  clinic  and  said  her  child,  aged  10,  had  fallen 
and  knocked  out  an  upper  central  tooth.  The  child  picked  it  off  the  road, 
took  it  home  to  mother,  who  washed  it  and  replaced  it  in  the  open  tooth 
socket.  There  was  a great  area  of  bruised  tissue  which  had  immediate 
treatment  followed  by  X-ray  and  an  injection  of  anti-tetanus  serum.  After 
about  four  weeks’  further  treatment  the  tooth  was  functioning  normally. 
Removal  of  the  pulp  was  advised,  but  the  parent  definitely  refused  to  have 
this  treatment  carried  out.  In  the  child’s  interest  this  case  will  be  kept 
under  periodic  observation. 

(2)  A patient,  aged  12,  attended  with  an  upper  central  tooth  missing. 
The  mother  stated  that  the  tooth  had  been  knocked  out  some  days  previously 
and  handed  it  over  with  the  request  that  it  be  replaced  by  the  method 
described  in  the  newspapers.  (An  article  had  appeared  in  the  Press  the  day 
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before  on  the  use  of  Penicillin  in  tooth  replantation.)  After  X-ray,  an 
impression  was  taken,  a cast  metal  splint  made,  the  tooth  pulp  removed, 
cleaned,  and  filled  and  then  replantation  completed  under  a general  anaes- 
thetic. Throughout  the  whole  period  of  treatment,  which  extended  over  six 
weeks,  the  patient  was  most  helpful.  She  suffered  no  pain,  little  discomfort, 
and  was  perfectly  happy  in  the  knowledge  that  she  might  be  able  to  retain 
her  natural  tooth  and  avoid  the  necessity  of  wearing  an  artificial  tooth. 
The  splint  was  removed  after  four  weeks  and  the  child  was  able  to  use  the 
tooth  normally. 

'Both  these  cases  when  last  seen  at  the  end  of  the  year,  six  and  nine 
months  respectively  after  the  completion  of  treatment,  were  satisfactory. 

Other  operations  in  the  statistical  table  (Table  IV.)  include  the  following 
procedures  : 

Simple  dressings,  scalings,  gum  treatment,  “ Regional  ” injections, 
X-ray  work,  extirpation  of  pulps,  treatment  and  filling  of  root  canals,  silver 
nitrate-formalin*  treatment,  orthodontic  adjustments,  and  salivary  investi- 
gations. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  once  again  to  the  members  of  the 
teaching  profession  for  their  valuable  co-operation.
